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Nixon Remains Critical After 
Urgent Blood Clot Operation

LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) 
— Doctors fought to save the 
life of Richard Nixon today 
after the form er president sank 
into 
critical 
condition 
from 
internal 
hemmorhaging 
and 
shock following urgent surgery. 
The form er chief executive’s 
wife and two daughters gath­ 
ered at his bedside. ’ 
“The doctors are fighting to 
save that m an’s life tonight," 
said hospital spokesman Norm 
N ig er. 
Nixon’s 
physician 
said 
a 
three-hour effort by a team of 
surgeons and nurses had pulled 
him out of shock, but 
“ the 
patient 
is 
still 
considered 
critical.” Nager defined critical 
as m eaning “life threatening.” 
It was at first thought that 
the surgery on the 61-year-old 
Nixon had gone well. It was 
perform ed before dawn Tues­ 
day 
w ithin 
hours 
of 
the 
discovery that new and poten­ 
tially fatal clots were forming 
higher in his body. 
Nixon’s doctors called 
the 
operation “ uneventful" and “ a 
success.” 
They 
said that 
placing 
a 
sm all 
plastic 
clip, 
shaped 
roughly like a serrated bobby 
pin, across a vein in his left 
groin should control his m edical 
problem s, and estim ated 
he 
could go home to San Clemente 
by the end of the week if he 
recovered as expected 


But the health of the form er 
president, w'ho only last month 
predicted that if he entered a 
hospital “111 never come out 
alive," continued to deteriorate. 
At 
12:45 p.m., almost six 
hours after the surgery ended, 


"Former President Nixon sud­ 
denly 
went 
into 
vascular 
shock,” 
said 
his 
personal 
physician, Dr. John Lungren. 
Shock is caused by loss of 
blood pressure and circulatory 
collapse. It can be fatal.

gym nasium and one located on 
U.S. 52 in the New’ Salem area 
Destruction of these telphone 
stations has included breaking 
windows, 
destruction 
of 
the 
telephone instrum ent itself and 
bending of the booth frame' from, 
repeated blows. 
Discussions 
with 
Rushville 
Mayor 
Raymond C. 
Gibson, 
Chief of Police Robert M iller 
and Rush County Sheriff Minor 
Owens has resulted in their offer 
to assist in any way possible to 
apprehend and charge those 
persons 
involved 
Police 
of­ 
ficers will be watching these 
telep h o nes closely. G en eral 
Telephone w arns that they will 
prosecute offenders. 
G erm an pointed out that these 
telephones are often used in 
em ergency situations. “ Many 
people rely on the use of our 
paystations, however, it is a 
problem for us to repeatedly 
service these telphones when 
they are out of service again due 
to 
vandalism 
within

days,” G erm an said. “ Cost of a 
paystation and booth is a p ­

the county jail, to which may 'be 
added a fine up to $500. Theft of 
money from these stations can 
carry a, sentence of one to five 
years plus a fine of up to $500.

Nixon has been given an ­ 
ticoagulant drugs for more than 
a month. They thin his blood to 
prevent the formation of clots 
—and make it all the more 
difficult for his 'body to heal, 
after the surgery. 
“A team of physicians and 
intensive care nurses adminis­ 
tered counter-shock measures 
for three hours until a stable 
vascular condition was once 
again restored,” Lungren said. 
Nixon was given blood and 
the anticoagulation drugs were 
halted. 
A 
medical 
bulletin 
late 
Tuesday night said Nixon was 
still in. critical, but “stable” 
condition. 
His temperature was slightly 
higher than normal, his pulse a 
bit too fast, and he was being 
given nourishment and medica­ 
tion 
intravenously, 
Lungren 
said. 
The head of the surgical 
team, Dr. Eldon B. Hickman of 
the 
U'CLA 
Medical 
School, 
spent the night with Nixon, 
along with a team of doctors 
and nurses. 
Nixon's condition was caused 
by phlebitis, a vein inflamma­ 
tion, which dates back to 1965. 
It did not begin to become 
troublesome until his Mideast 


tour in June, when reporters 
noticed him limping. 
Nixon’s 
health 
began 
to 
deteriorate rapidly following his 
resignation 
from 
office 
in 
disgrace Aug. 9. 
His life was threatened by 
blood 
clots 
forming 
in 
the 
diseased veins of his left leg. A 


clot 
breaking 
loose can 
be 
carried by the bloodstream to 
the 
heart, 
brain 
or 
lungs, 
causing death. 
The 
clip 
placed 
acróss 
Nixon’s left iliac vein Tuesday 
squeezed the vein almost —but 
not quite —shut, forming a

—Approved a $30.000 loan from, the Postw ar Revolving 
Fund for three years, at no interest, to Syracuse for 
planning work on sewers and waterworks facilities 
—Authorized Brookville to pay for a. survey and plans 
for additional sewage treatment facilities with a $27,000 
loan from the same fund.

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Core Harvest Takes Back Seat 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. (UPI) — Indiana’s corn 
harvest has taken a back seat to the soybean harvest, 
reports Earl L. Park, Purdue agricultural statistician, in 
his weekly report. “Corn harvest has been taking a back 
seat to soybeans as farm ers wait for corn moisture to 
drop,” Park said, noting that moisture is high in the grain 
itself by varies from, short to adequate in topsoil and 
subsoil around the state. The corn harvest was 25 per cent 
complete by the weekend, but was still more than a week 
behind normal. Park said 35 per cent is average by this 
time of year, and last year the progress was 40 per cent. 
Soybean combining progressed rapidly and at 70 per cent 
complete now surpasses the 65 per cent average. Last 
year by this time the work was 80 per cent done. Wheat 
seed:ing is 75 per' cent complete, which, is close to average 
but behind the 90 per cent of a year ago. Of the wheat now 
seeded, 45 per cent has emerged and stands are rated fair 
to mostly good. 


Hunt Slayer Of Elderly Woman 


CULVER, Ind. (UPI) — A Fulton County bank 
Tuesday announced formation of a trust account to ac­ 
cumulate a reward, for information leading to arrest and 
conviction of the slayer of an elderly woman. Leiters Ford 
State Bank said individuals could donate money to the 
account for the reward to help find and convict the person 
who shot Mrs. Nellie Mikesell, 72, of near Culver. Mrs. 
Mikesell was wounded in the head Sept. 10 and died two 
weeks later in a South Bend hospital. Fulton County of­ 
ficials investí gating the shooting said they had. exhausted 
all basic leads, but were continuing, the probe in con­ 
nection with state police. 


King Slaying A Conspiracy? 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) — James Earl Ray denied 
Tuesday that he killed Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. but 
conceded that he may have been ‘‘partially responsible 
for his death.” Testifying for the second day at a federal 
court hear ing on his petition for a new trial, Ray hinted at 
a conspiracy in the sniper slaying of the civil rights leader 
at a Memphis motel on April 4, 1968 Defense attorney 
James H. Lesar entered as evidence a letter Ray wrote to 
Sen. James O. Eastland, D-Miss., after his March, 1969, 
guilty plea that led to a 99-year prison sentence 


Sawhill Denies Part Of Reshuffling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford says he got 
rid of John Sawhill because “Rog” Morton headed his new 
energy council and “Rog” wanted a new federal energy 
administrator. Secretary of Interior Rogers C.B. Morton 
stood nearby Tuesday as Ford announced that Sawhill 
had. resigned and Andrew E„ Gibson, former maritime 
adminis,trator, would bead 'the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration. It was part of a major reorganization of 
personnel to deal with energy, and followed a recent 
reshuffling of energy agencies. 


Inmate Captured In Wife’s Apartment 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Robert Perry, one of two 
inmate brothers who escaped from a mortuary here Oct.

The new campaign 
finance bill has been signed, 
and it poses some problems for 
certain of our clients who wish 
to continue their patriotic and 
altruistic practice of pumping 
the long green into election 
campaigns. The law says no 
organization can 
contribute 
more 
than $5,000 
to 
any 
candidate. I want you all to 
report back to me within 24 
hours 
with some 
solutions. 
Proceed on the basis that some 
of our clients will want to 
contribute $50,000 or more to 
campaigns, 
Scene 2: Same place, next 
day. 
J. Wyatt Grind, DDD&D's 
loophole 
specialist, 
stands 
before Dilly 
with 
his 
head 
down. 
Grind. Chief, I’ve failed. All 
the old loopholes seem to be 
plugged, by this damn thing. We 
can’t use the old dodge of 
contributing before the official 
campaigns 
start; 
we 
can’t 
launder our clients’ money by 
passing them 
through other 
committees; 
we 
can’t 
even 
have them give their executives 
bonuses with instructions to 
pass them on as campaign 
contributions. That damn Wa­ 
tergate 
'has 
ruined

member of the firm, J. Wyatt 
Brightboy.

How To Make Fiber Flowers 


Here is a great decorating 
idea. The flowers made from 
twine are brightly colored in 
dye solutions. They are surpris­ 
ingly easy to make, inexpensive 
and look like the expensive, 
imported ones you may find in 
stores. 
Supplies: Cream or light 
brown sisal or baling twine, 
liquid or powder Hit dye, fine 
and medium wire, green floral 
tape, scissors, wire cutter, old 
newspaper or paper towels. 
General Directions: Cut twine 
in about 8 inch lengths for each 
flower and unravel. Cut shorter 
lengths, about 4 to 5 inches, for 
each flower center; unravel. A 
wide tooth comb cab be used to 
help unravel; discard tangled fi­ 
bers. Tie lengths loosely into 
bundles using a small piece of 
twine. For each chosen color, 
prepare dye solutions by mix­ 
ing 1 tablespoon liquid dye or 
1 teaspoon powder dye in one 
quart hot tap water. Submerge 
bundles in dye solutions for 
about 10 minutes or until color 
is as desired. Dye flower cen­ 
ter bundles in contrasting col­ 


ora. Rinse in cool water and 
drain on paper towels. 


**" ,n dry, loop medium wire 
around center of a bundle of 4 
to 5 inch fiber lengths (cut 
wire twice the length desired 
for flower stem) and twist wire 
ends together. Fold twine ends 
together and secure by wrap­ 
ping around fine wire just 
above the loop. Trim twine 
flower center edges to desired 
length. Repeat for remaining 
flower centers. 
Place longer lengths of dyed 
twine in. a contrasting color 
evenly around a flower center 
and tie securely with fine wire. 
Trim edges; bend and shape 
with fingers. Repeat for all 
flowers. To finish flowers, wrap 
with floral tape, beginning just 
slightly above where wire is 
tied around the fibers and con­ 
tinuing until entire stem is cov­ 
ered.

Kissinger Ends Indian

use Canadian nuclear aid to set 
off an atomic blast on May 18. 
Indian officials said Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi invited 
President Ford to visit India. 
U.S. officials said Ford accept­ 
ed “in principle,.” but no date 
has been set. 
Kissinger, who arrived in 
India Sunday after tough arms 
control 
'talks 
in. 
the 
Soviet 
Union, was scheduled to leave 
Wednesday for Bangladesh on 
the third leg of a month-long 
tour 
of 
Europe, 
Asia 
and 
possibly the Middle East. 
He called on India Monday 
night to “agree to common 
restraints on 
a 
multilateral 
basis which would further the 
peaceful but inhibit the military 
uses of nuclear power...” 
“India of course has the 
capability to export, nuclear 
technology,” he told the Indian,

Muhammad Ali Wins Title Back 
KINSHASA, Zaire (U PI) — It 
took Muhammad Ali 7 4 years 
before he could prove his 'point. 
But prove it he did Wednes­ 
day morning, and dramatically, 
when he knocked out titleholder 
George Foreman at 2:58 of the 
eighth round in this central 
African nation to become only 
the second man in history to 
regain the world heavyweight 
championship. 
Ali earned. $5 million for the 
fight but not even the record 
purse in the richest fight in 
history could compare with the 
satisfaction he got in regaining 
the title stripped from him in 
April, 1967, for refusing induc­ 
tion into the Armed Forces. 
“I told you all I was the 
greatest of all time,” bellowed 
Ali in his dressing room after 
once again confounding both his 
critics and the oddsmakers — 
who 
listed 
the 
previously 
unbeaten Foreman a 3-1 favori­ 
te. 
“Never again say I’ll 
be 
defeated,. Never make me the 
underdog until I"m ,50'.” 
The 216 4 pound Ali had 
every reason to gloat. 
Observers said the 32-year-old 
Ali, seven years older than 
Foreman, left his best fighting 
years from 1967-70 in the courts 
when the only fighting he did 
was to keep out of jail for 
refusing military induction. 
That seemed the' case when 
Ali, after finally being upheld 
by the Supreme Court, got his 
first crack at the crown and 
lost a 15-round decision to then 
champion 
Joe 
Frazier 
in 
March, 1971. 
But Ali wasn’t finished '—he 
proved, that conclusively by 
giving the seemingly invincible 
Foreman a boxing lesson before 
ending 
class 
with 
startling 
swiftness near the end of the 
eighth round. 
“They

11-year old boy ran down the 
chapel, stairs, through the yard 
of the red brick prison, into the 
outstretched arms of a waiting 
'policeman.

Clercqs said after he was freed 
Monday night by four convicts, 
including an Arab guerrilla, 
barricaded in the chapel of a 
Dutch prison. 
The rebel prisoners were still 
holding 
16 
other 
hostages, 
including Godfrieds parents, in 
a 
four-day-old 
drama 
at 
Schevenigenen Prison. 
Doctors 'said the smiling child 
was well. He was greeted by 
his 
71-year-old 
grandfather, 
Johannes Den Boer, one of five 
hostages freed by the prisoners 
on Sunday. 
The Dutch government has 
demanded the release of all 
women and children hostages 
before serious negotiations with 
the prisoners, but the rebels 
still hold three women, includ­ 
ing Godfried's mother. 
The 
convicts 
seized 
the 
chapel during a Roman Cathol­ 
ic mass Saturday and took 22 
hostages —two guards, a priest, 
an organist, a nine-member 
visiting choir and nine relatives 
of the singers. 


The inmates, .including Pales­ 
tinian hijacker Adnam Ahmad 
Nuri, originally demanded the 
tran sfer of another guerrilla 
from the prison hospital to the 
chapel. 
The 
hospitalized 
guerrilla, 
Sami Hussein Tamimah, threw 
negotiations into confusion Mon­ 
day when he refused to join the 
rebel inmates in the second- 
floot chapel... 
In an emotional conversation 
over prison walkie-talkies, 
Tamimah said he no longer felt 
the 
same 
way 
about 
the 
Palestinian cause and wanted 
to serve out his jail term 
Tamimah 
and 
Nuri 
were 
serving five-year sentences for 
hijacking a British 
Airways 
VC10 last March and setting the 
aircraft on fire at. Amsterdam 
Airport 


Police and Marine marksmen 
ringed the high prison above 
the North Sea and the prisoners 
said they were talking among 
themselves to decide their next 
move. 


Police supplied 
food, 
soft 
drinks and cigarettes to the 
chapel, but Dutch officials said 
it was unlikely the prisoners 
would, be allowed to leave the 
country.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Peter J. 
Gushi, 47. was arrested late 
Monday on 
federal 
charges 
stemming from the $4 3 million 
burglary of an Armored Ex­ 
press Co. office —the largest 
cash heist in American history. 
Police were seeking another 
suspect who they fear has fled 
the country with the stolen 
money —about 800 pounds of 
highly spendable and hard-to- 
trace $10, $20 and $50 bills. 
Gushi was arrested at the 
FBI’s request by Chicago police 
near police headquarters. 
It 
was Gushi’s second arrest in 
less than 12 hours. 
FBI agents said Gushi was 
charged with bank larceny, 
burglary and illegal use of 
explosives. 
He is the second suspect to be 
charged in the Oct. 20 burglary. 
Ralph Matrera, 31, an Ar­ 
mored Express security guard 
believed to be the ‘‘inside man" 
who participated in the heist, 
was being held under $400,000 
¡bond on the same charges in 
connection with the burglary.

By HOWARD FIELDS 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - At 
teas! four Republicans on the 
House Judiciary Committee — 
Hie impeachment committee — 
who were' helped by Richard 
Nixon's re-election landslide in 
1972 are in trouble. 
Except 
for 
Rep.

Owens, D-Utah, who is trying to 
move 
to 
a 
Senate 
seat, 
Democrats who came out early 
in favor of impeachment are 
considered safe. Owens’ UtaN 
race is rated a toss-up. 
All 
the 
other 
committee 
members seeking 
re-election 
are 
favored 
to 
return 
in 
January. 
Two of the 38 members are 
'retiring. Two others lost in 
gubernatorial 
primaries 
and 
will not be back. 
The four Republicans consid­ 
ered: fn, trouble are Reps. Wiley 
Mayne of Iowa, Joseph Marazi- 
II of New Jersey, David W, 
Dennis of Indiana and Harold 
V. Froehlich of Wisconsin. They 


are running against Democrats 
they defeated before. 
Mayne, who faces Berkley 
Bedell, may be in the greatest 
danger. Mayne defeated Bedell 
by 9,000 votes in 1972, and says 
his impeachment vote was an 
"overall plus." He voted to 
acquit Nixon, then changed his 
mind 
with 
the 
release 
of 
additional tapes. 
Maraziti is challenged 
by 
Helen Meyner, wife of a former 
governor. Both candidates have 
kept 
impeachment 
in 
the 
background. 
“I suppose having Nixon out 
of office politically is probably 
a plus,” Dennis said. 
“My area is a strong Nixon 
area, hut I think they liked the 
fact I was willing to follow 
evidence. 1 think the 'position 1 
took has been well-received in 
general.” 
Dennis faces Philip R. Sharp, 
32, a political science professor 
who came within 3,000 votes of 
beating him in 1970.

Control Over Senate Seats

After the 1936 elections, there 
were so many Democrats in the 
Senate that some of them had 
to sit in a row of seats called 
the “Cherokee Strip” on the 
Republican side of the cham­ 
ber. 
No one expects a repeat of 
1936 this year. The Democrats 
are 
not 
going 
to 
have 
75 
senators 
after 
the 
Nov. 
5 
election. 
.. But everyone, 
Republicans 
included, anticipate that the 
D em ocrats will tighten their 
control over the Senate —an 
unbroken dominance that now 
spans 20 years. 
Going into the elections, the 
Democrats hold a 58-42 edge. 
New York’s James L. Buck­ 
ley, a Conservative 
party 
member, lines up with the GOP1 
and Virginia’s Harry F. Byrd, 
an 
independent, 
with 
the 


Democrats.. 
While everyone expects the 
Democrats to add 
to their 
margin, the speculation runs 
anywhere from two to eight, 
with the common denominator 
four or five. 


Even without Watergate, in­ 
flation, the Nixon pardon, the 
refusal of many good, potential 
candidates to run, and the 
prospects of a poor GOP voter 
turnout, 1974 was not expected 
to 
be 
a 
good 
year 
for 
Republicans to increase their 
Senate strength. 


Six GOP incumbents are in 
deep danger of defeat. They are 
Sens. P eter H. Dominick of 
Colorado, 
Robert 
Dole 
of 
Kansas, Marlow W. Cook of 
Kentucky, Jacob K. Javits of 
New York, Henry Bellmon of 
Oklahoma and Milton Young of 
North Dakota. 
In addition, the retirements 


of Sens. George D. Aiken of 
Vermont, Norris Cotton of New 
Hampshire, and Wallace F. 
Bennett of Utah cost the GOP 
three premier vote getters. 
Although 
Republicans 
are 
fielding strong replacements, 
the Democrats have an even 
chance in Utah and an outside 
chance in New Hampshire. 


Of the 34 Senate seats at 
stake, 20, are held by Demo­ 
crats and 14 by Republicans, 
which on the surface would 
give the GOP more targets. 


But included in 'the 20' are 
Democratic seats in southern 
states such as Alabama, North 
Carolina, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
and Georgia, where the Repub­ 
licans have no chance. 


And outside the South, the 
D em ocrats are fielding such 
entrenched and seemingly un­ 
beatable 
veterans 
as 
Sens, 


Warren G. Magnuson of Wash­ 
ington, Daniel K. Inouye of 
Hawaii, Abraham Ribicoff of 
Connecticut, and Gaylord Nel­ 
son of Wisconsin, plus less 
seasoned but just as formidable 
candidates as Adlai Stevenson 
III of Illinois, Alan Cranston of 
California and 'Thomas Eagle- 
ton of Missouri. 
That leaves the Republicans 
with slim pickings. 


Their best bets to pick up 
Democratic seats are probably 
in Alaska, where the GOP’s 
C.R. Lewis is challenging Sen. 
Mike Gravel; Nevada, where 
Sen. Alan Bible is retiring and 
the Republicans are going with 
former 
Gov. 
Paul 
Laxalt 
against Li. 'Gov. 
Harry 
M. 
Reid, and Iowa, where Republi­ 
can David Stanley is going 
against Rep. John C. Culver for 
the 
seat 
being 
vacated 
by 
retiring Sen. Harold Hughes. 


An 
outside 
possibility 
is 
Indiana,

Hunt Admits Lying To 


Watergate Grand Jury 


By WESLEY G. P1PPERT 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Mas­ 
ter spy E. Howard Hunt Jr. 
testified 
in 
the 
Watergate 
conspiracy trial Monday that he 
lied 12 times to the Watergate 
grand jury. 
He said he had decided to tell 
the truth now because others 
involved “were not worthy of 
my ... loyalty.” 
It was one of the 
most 
dramatic moments in the trial, 
which entered its fifth week 
Monday. Assistant Watergate 
Prosecutor Richard Ben-Veniste 
led Hunt through the planning, 
execution and cover-up of the 
Watergate bugging. 
Hunt told simply of the death 
of his wife Dorothy, also an 


alleged co-conspirator in the 
Watergate cover-up. She was 
killed Dec. 8. 1972, in a jet 
crash near Chicago’s Midway 
Airport. 
Twelve 
times 
Ben-Veniste 
read portions of Hunt’s grand 
jury testimony in early 1973, 
and 12 tim.es Hunt admitted in 
one word that his testimony 
had been “false" or “evasive.” 
“Did there come a time you 
decided to tell the truth?” Ben- 
Veniste asked. 
“While I was in prison. I 
realized 
that 
due 
to 
the 
increasing furor over Water­ 
gate the While House could do 
nothing for me. And that was 
the situation I accepted. In 
January I was released from 


prison, 
not 
due 
to 
any 
intervention or favoratism on 
the part of the White House or 
the executive branch but solely 
iue to the judicial process 
itself. I immediately began to 
reconstruct my life. 1 tried to 
put as much of this unpleasant­ 
ness in the far reaches of my 
mind as I could. 
“In the spring of this year I 
began to read the White House 
tapes. I felt a sense of rude 
awakening. 
I realized these 
men were not wrorthy of my 
continued and future loyalty. I 
did. nothing about my testimony 
(in which he had lied, before the 
grand jury). It was in my own 
self 
interest 
to 
leave 
the 
situation as it was. 
“ In 
the early 
summer 
1 
received a subpoena to testify 
at this trial. I was faced with 
the hard, decision —whether 1 
should continue to lie to protect 
others or to tell the truth once 
and for all. My attorneys urged 
me to make a full revelation.

■ Indiana is follow ing with co n ­ 
siderable interest the developm ent 
of its state port system, because of 
the econom ic potential offered by 
our ports. 
T here h ave b een tim es w hen 
questions w ere raised about Indi­ 
ana’s port on Lake Michigan. Would 
it ever achieve its hoped-for poten­ 
tial? How much time would elapse 
before we began to see broad-scale 
results? 
The an sw ers now are com ing. 
Traffic has increased substantially. 
A breakthrough occurred this sum ­ 
mer when a major foreign transport 
line decided to make regular calls 
at the facility. 
Indiana's port has been progress­ 
ing at a time when others on the 
Great Lakes have shown signs of 
trouble. A Canadian pilots' strike 
closed the St. Lawrence Seaway 
for several weeks. An accident in 
the W elland Canal bottled up the 
la k e s sy stem for an ad dition al 
period of time. Work stoppages at 
other ports reduced loadings. 
Long-standing Great Lakes prob­ 
lems have included limitations on 
the size of vessels which can trav­ 
e rs e th e St.. L a w re n c e S eaw ay . 
Winter storms and ice packs pre­ 
vent year-around commerce on the 
takes. 


Some advances are being made 
toward extending the shipping se a ­ 
son and exp erim en ts have been 
undertaken to find ways of keeping 
key channels free of ice. 
While we can take comfort from 
the fact that our port is performing 
well despite general problems on 
the lakes system, we have a stake 
in the solution of those problems. 
Although the Ohio River port at 
Mount Vernon isn’t in operation yet, 
traffic patterns on the river system 
in d icate ex cellen t potential for a 
m ajo r tra n s p o rta tio n facility in 
southwestern Indiana. 
A minor controversy has devel­ 
oped in relations to plans for an­ 
other river port in Clark County. 
The state is convinced that the in­ 
stallation can be constructed in a 
way that will not adversely affect 
the environment. Detailed studies 
will be undertaken to establish the 
best way to do it. 
Ports are an integral part of the 
s ta te ’s tran sp o rta tio n future. Our 
transportation system is one of the 
building-blocks of our econom y, 
because it moves both raw materi­ 
als and finished products. A well- 
planned, innovative transportation 
system will en h a n ce the sta te's 
eco n o m y , by providing n eed ed 
service in a more efficient manner.
